It is a credit to anyone to dress well 


and make a good appearance; in fact, 
it is a duty we owe to our fellow men.

Baltimore Unsinrtr Says It Cannon 


Opttc Malformation*. 


IV illiara A. Goodrich, A. M., architect 


and engineer at Baltimore, Md., has 
gi\en borne very interesting opinions re- 
garding the use of red as a color for 
buildings. He says this color "produces 
many optic and astigmatic malforma- 
tions." Also speaks of the soothing ef- 
fect upon the optic none of a change 
from a red brick street to j cllow, buff, 
or H hite facades. Further, that "there 
seems to be a lateral convoluted con- 
centric ray ewer active when red brick- 
is in mass. The sensation is a twisting 
or rending of the nerves that focus the 
sight rays, so that they cross and re- 
cross each other in irregular curves and 
angles and tangents." This produces 
the deformities that engender myoptic 
and astigmatic optics. In a city built 
largely of red brick a large per cent, of 
the population, even little children, are 
spectacled. Nature uses this color very 
sparingly. Eed blossoms are seldom 
fragrant. This color is not. often seen 
in any remedial agent in a college of 
pharmacy. Mr. Goodrich greets glad- 
ly the architectural change wherein 
mellow shades of white, yellow, buff, 
drab and pearl are ghing an appear- 
ance of luxury and refinement to streets 
that red could never assume. He cites 
a case where a Parisian landlord paint- 
ed his store front a glaring red. 
This 


so detracted from the Uiow windows 
and retracted such aglarc on the goods 
display od across the way. cau.sing"thein 
to i-iiow in such unnar.ny colors, tltat it 
hindered their sale. The courts award- 
ed heavy damages to the merchants and 
the landlord «as compelled to remove 
the obnoxious red color.—Chicago In- 
ter Ocean. 


Danger of \V«trr Can. 


In Boston 24 people died from as- 


phyxiation by gas in 18UG, which is over 
one-third the total number of fiuch 
deaths in the district for IS years. This 
mortality is believed to be due to the 
use of the cheap water gas, which is 
comparatively free from odor. It con- 
tains about :iO to 40 per cent, carbonic 
oxide, a most active poison, producing, 
when inhaled, speedy death. It U esti- 
mated that one volume of it diffused 
through 100 volumes of air unfits it to 
sustain

Greece of To-Day a Creature of the 


Phantoms of the Fast. 


Unprereilentcr! Experiment — I'nlqne 


Attempt to Rejuvenate LangtinK 


—Xcw A^rcDcle* nt Work—In 


Soot-esB Ponslble? 


[Copyright, 1897.] 


The Greek nation of to-day is a fact 


created by a tradition—aa aggressive 
fact because it as the produetof asplen- 
:lid tradition. 


It is said that when, the Persian host 


sent by Xerxes to sack the shrine at 
Delphi mounted to the attack, gigantic 
specters of ancient heroes rose in the 
ranks of the little band of defenders, 
and the dead fought beside the living 
to repel the foes of their country. 
These phantom warriors still fight for 
Greece in all her battles; and it is no 
exaggeration to say that this army of 
ghosts is iix>re effective for her protec- 
tion than, all the costly armament that 
she hns impoverished herself to main- 
tain. It is simple truth that here the 
shades of the past liave called the pres- 
ent into being. 


-N'ot that Greece herself is a g'host— 


she i* intensely alive. But ahe affords 
a unique example of a nation lifted 
from its grave by the magic of a senti- 
ment, aftera.seeniing-de.nth slumber of 
Jnany centuries. It has often appeared 
that of all reasons sentimental reasons 
are the strongest, but history can 
scarcely show another instance such as 
this. Xon here else, indeed, have such 
conditions existed. The ease of Italy 
probably comes nearest; yet Italy. 
however depressed, could ne\er 
be 


called dead, and Konie through all her 
vicissitudes, has ne\er «holly lost her 
greatness or ceased to be a seat of 
po%ver. 


But Athens had practically become a 


barren site. In the earlier decades- of 
tie present century there remained 


right, and U not vitiated by the fact that 
their blood hae been largely mingled 
with that of the Done, the Norman, the 
Frenchman, and the Celt. Neither does 
a considerable admixture of Albanian. 
Slavonian, and Wallachiau etock void 
the. birthright of the modern Greek; 
and if his pretension were u.s false as it 
is just^ it would still be well to counten- 
ance and encourage it. When we con- 
sider that the fervent patriotism and 
national pride to which it hasghen rise 
have enabled a dowr.-trodden race of 
serfs to become a spirited, progres*i\e. 
self-respecting 
people, 
it 
certainlj 


seems worthy of all commendation. 
These classic ghosts have done a noble 
work. 


Perhaps the most remarkable fact 


about the Greece of to-day is the sur- 
vival of its ancient language. Xot that 
it is unchanged—but. (he wonder is 
that there is so little change; and w ith 
greater familiarity the marvel grows 
New words, of course, have entered, 
.and the grammar has .suifered Mich 
modifications as are seen in all modem 
tongues; but. when once \ on h;ne sur- 
mounted tke barrier raised In our ar- 
bitrary and artificial method of pro- 
nunciation, you perceive that there i« 
quite as much Attic in the speech of 
Athens as Saxon in the speech of Ten- 


don. 
The modern Athenian can read 


the Iliad with much less study thin 
the Londoner can read the lieon ulf. 
that so-called "Anglo-Saxon epic"—and 
the implied comparison is calculated 
to make one bow his head in shame; 
while the Athenian can read the Greek 
New Testament at least as readily as 
an. Kuglishmim can read 
Wyelifle's 


translation of the same— and again, oh! 
what a difference! 


It is true that the Greek language 


has suffered much loss from the long 
degradation of its users; but in b'l,> 
manner English, as everybody knows-, 
became so impoverished after the Nor- 
man conquest that it. wasscarcelv more 
then a plowman's dialect. This defect

years Greece had been a little more 


than a memory, her territory almost 
unvisited, her national identity extin- 
guished—though her history and litera- 
ture were eagerly studied iti all the unt- 
^ersitie-s of Kurope. 


To this widespread i-eveirencc for a 


past which her own people had in part 
forgotten—for they were under the 
blight of ignorance and oppression— 
she chiefly ones her restoration to a 
place among the nations. In 1S21 ehe 
revolted against Turkish tyranny. At- 
rocities like these rr-centh perpe'trated 
in Armenia followed, and in 1823 Ibra- 
him I'asha overran Pclo))oiinesu« with 
an army of Egyptian slaves driven to 
battle iindir the lash. In the ordinary 
course of events, despite some gallant 
figihting, the rebellion would soon have 
been stamped out in blood and pun- 
ished by a y ot more cruel bondage. But 
the sympathies of all Kurope had been 
aroused: the name of Helios was po- 
tent throughout the civilized 
woild. 


Dead poet.s and buried orators were 
pleading for her, and the living took up 
the strain; Hyron notoiily lifted up hi.; 
voice but laid clowa his life. Finally 
sentiment triumphed overjioliey. The 
same slow-moving "powers" in whose 
fecth she has so lately cast her de- 
fiance, at last brought f'.wir cannon to 
bear in her defense and interposed to 
rc.-urc her independence. Never had 
the shades of her heroes won a more 
signal victory. 


Tiieir influence has been dominant in 
reek affairs ever since. That alone 


IMS made Athens the capital of the new- 
Hellas; apart from sentiment it is not 
:he natural metropolis of the countrv. 
But the ruins which crown the Acrop- 
olis have raised about them a beautiful 
«ity which will ever be the Mecca of 
students and the "Eye of Greece."

the resurrection of the dead in the 
matter of language. Can it succeed?

could no more be made to order than a 
tree could be constructed by chemical 
processes in a laboratory. B~ut it is un- 
tafe to predict This'age is like no 
other that the world hae seen. New- 
agencies are at work. The miracles of 
the ixist are the commonplaces of the 
present. Fact chases close on the heels 
of fiction, and even outstrips it. Jaded 
with novelties, we are forgetting how 
to wonder. 


The nev\ agency now at work in the 


Greek experiment is- popular education. 
Riich an engine has never been avail- 
able for fuch a purpose before. Thc 
go\ eminent, w ith admirable enterprise, 
has filled the land with schools—free 
schools, much like our own—and in 
them t!* youth of Greece are taught, 
as far as it is found practicable, the rc- 
imemrted language. By this mean.,, 
and by the daily press—another new 
and powerful factor—much has aJreadv 
been accomplished. Whatever may be 
the outcome, the experiment will be 
watched with the greatest interest.

CITY OF BETHLEHEM. 


It !• a Small and Unattractive Town ftt 


the Present Time. 


It is a, little city, and it does not take 


many people to crowd it, but, besides 
being the birthplace of Jesus, it istht 
birthplace of Israel's great warrior- 
king, David. 


Bethlehem to-day has barely 8,000 


inhabitants, and in appearance is not 
attractive. 
The streets are too nar- 


row for vehicles; in fact, there is but 
one street in the town wide enough for 
carriages, :irid it is so very narrow that 
they cannot pass each other in it. The 
streets were made for foot travelers, 
donkeys and camels. 


Bethlehem is about, five miles south of 


Jerusalem. 
Leaving the larger city 


by the Jaffa gate, we take a carriage 
and ride rapidly over the fine road built 
but a few years ago. The carriage we 
arc in and those we meet are wretched 
affaire,. 
The horses are to be pitied, 


first, because they are not well cared 
for, and bccond, because their driver:) 
are regular Jehus who drive them "fu- 
riously" uphill and down. In less than 
an hour we are in the marketplace of. 
Ttethiehem, in front of the Church of 
the Nativity. 


Let us suppose we have arrived on 


Christmas e\e, in time to wander about 
and to become acquainted with the 
little city. 


Of course it has changed in appear- 


ance since the time of the birth of 
Chrisu 
It is larger and better built. 


Xow, as then, the houses arc of stone, 
and, as cities and customs change but 
little in the east, we may safely infer 
that modern Bethlehem houses are 
much like those of 1900 years ago. 
Perhaps some of the old buildings that 
were- in. existence so long ago may 
still be standing. Of course the great 
Church of the .\ati\ity was not then 
erected, nor were any of the large re- 
ligious building's we see. These are tho 
ptemorials of a later (lute, built in 
honor of Him whose early life began 
here. Oueuouk! ha\e to be unmindful 
of his surroundings ami "very unimag- 
inative not to wonder u hat the place 
was like on that night the anniversary 
of which we are celebrating. 


We know that then, n»on this Decem- 


ber 24, it was fille:! with people. But 
those people had roine for a different 
purpose. Augustus Caesar, the master 
01 the then known world, had issued an 
imperial decree ordering a general reg- 
istration of all his subjects. This was 
for the purpose of revising or complet- 
ing the tax-lists. According to Koman 
law, people were to register in their 
own cities—that is, the city in which 
they lived, or to which their village cr 
town was attached. 
According to 


Jewish methods they would register l>y 
tribes, families, and the houses of their 
fathers. Joseph and Mary were Jews, 
and conformed to the Jewish custom. 
It was well known that he and Mary 
wre of the tribe of Judah and family 
of Da\id, and that Bethlehem waa their 
ancestral home. Accordingly, they left 
the Xazareth home, in the territory of 
Zebjulun, and came to David's "own 
city," in the territory of Judah. 


They came down to the east bank of 


the Jordan, crossed the river of Jericho,

and came up among the Judean hills 
and valleys till they reached Bethlehem. 
It was a long journey, and a wearisome 
one; and, on arriving, a place of rest 
nas the first thing sought. Evidently 
they had no friends living in the place: 
or, if they had, their houses were al- 
ready filled. It was necessary that 
shelter be had, and immediately. In 
the khan, or inn, there was no room: 
so there was nothing to do but occupy 
a part of the space provided for cattle 
It was not an unusual thing to do, and is 
often done to-day in the eastern vil- 
lages. 
In fact, they were about as 


comfortable there as in the khan. At 
a. khan one may procure a cup of coffee 
and a place to lie down on the floor: 
but each guest provides his own bed and 
covering. 
This was all Joseph and 


Mary could have obtained in the inn. 
had there been room for them. And here 
in Bethlehem, in a stable, or a cave 
used for stabling animals, Jesus was 
born, and Mary "wrapped him in twad- 
dling clothes, and laid him in a man 
ger.-—Edwin S.Wallace.ln St. Nicholas.

Botanists do not know ex- 
actly why the plant should wish n 
dinner of flies, but there must be some 
good reason for it, else it«

would not be so attractive. By,experi- 
ment they have found that the plant 
will live just as well where the flies 
cannot gee at it at nil. So all the evi 
denee would indicate that it is jnst o 
rogue, killing (lies because it really en 
jovs the *JporT.—Chicago Keeord.
